A MEETING of the Council of the Associa- 
tion was held at the Offices on Saturday, 
18th February, 1922, when there were 
present :—

Miss E. A. Lawrence was present by invitation. 

The Secretary and Business Manager were in 

attendance. 

Reports by the Hon. Treasurer and Hon. 
Secretary were presented showing an encourag¬ 
ing position. 

Mr. Harvey, Hon. Sec. of the Examination 
Committee reported that the Committee had 
considered the proposal to alter the design and 
wording of the Diploma Certificate which had 
been referred to it. There was some difference 
of opinion as to the necessity for a change in 
the wording, and the matter was left over 
until the next meeting of the Council in order 
that the Committee might further discuss it. 

It was decided to assist the Geneva Confer¬ 
ence Fund from the general funds of the 
Association to the extent of £30 if required, 
in order that official delegates might be sent 
to the Conference. 

Several accounts in arrear were considered 
and action decided upon. 

A letter from Mr. Clayton, the Hon. 
Treasurer, was read in which he asked to be 
relieved of his position owing to pressure of 
business. The Council accepted his resignation 
with deep regret and passed a vote of thanks 
to him for his valued services. On the pro¬ 
posal of the President, Mr. R. Robertson was 
unanimously appointed interim Hon. Treasurer. 

The Balance Sheet and Revenue Account 
and the accounts of the Publications Fund to 
31st December, 1921, were presented and 
approved by the Council. 

The draft Annual Circular and Annual 
Report were considered and approved for 
publication. 

It was reported that the proportion payable 
by the guarantors for 1921 amounted to 12/- 
in the £, and a call of this amount was 
authorised. 

Invitations for a meeting of the Council 
about Easter were received from The South- 
Eastern Federation for Hastings, and from 
The Midland Federation for Birmingham. 
Several members contributed to the discussion 
on the subject, and it was decided to ask the

Midland Federation to endeavour to substitute 
Coventry for Birmingham, failing which, the 
arrangements are to be made by the Executive 

Committee. 

Mr. F. Rickett Shelton was elected an 
Ordinary Councillor in place of Mr. Bredall 
(resigned). 

The Ballot I.ist for Officers and Ordinary 
Councillors, 1922-23, was prepared and will 
be circulated to those entitled to vote, with 
this number. 

Arrangements were made to improve the 
Library in the Reading Room. 

Mr. G. J. Cox and Mr. E. E. Yelland were 
appointed Special Examiners on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Examination Committee. 


At the time of writing this report arrange¬ 
ments are being made for the Annual Meeting 
of the Association to take place in London on 
3rd June, 1922. 

At this meeting every Member and Fellow of 
the Association is entitled to vote, and, in 
addition, “ Representatives ” of Affiliated 
Groups have the right to record votes on 
behalf of their Groups. Members of Affiliated 
Groups are reminded that each Group is 
entitled by the Articles of Association to : 

(1) Appoint one Delegate Councillor to 
serve on the Council of the Association. 

(2) Appoint Representatives to attend 
and take part in General Meetings and 
Ballots of the Association. 

Any group with 20 members or less may 
appoint one Representative, and Groups with 
more than 20 members may appoint an 
additional Representative for each additional 
20 members. Alternatively a Group may 
appoint one Representative and authorise such 
Representative to give as many votes as there 
are twenties of members in the Group. 

Every Delegate Councillor and Group Repre¬ 
sentative must himself be a Member or Fellow 
of the Association, apart from being an 
affiliated member through the Group. 

Any Group which has not yet appointed a 
Delegate Councillor and the Representatives to 
which it is entitled is not being adequately 
represented and it behoves each member of such 
a Group to see that the omission is rectified.

'T’HE International Conference of Teachers.— 

We cannot too strongly emphasize all 
that we said last month as to the importance 
of this Conference, which is to be held in the 
Palace of the League of Nations, 18th to 21st 
April next. It will collect and examine the 
experiences of teachers of Esperanto in various 
countries, and pronounce findings on the results 
that have been attained. 

Out of about thirty members to the Con¬ 
ference who will go from Great Britain, the 

following, specially chosen because of excep¬ 
tional qualifications as teachers of Esperanto 
in schools, are the official delegates so far

Liverpool. — Mr. Rawlinson, teacher of 
Esperanto at Granton Road Council School, 
has sent us a copy of report made by H.M.I. 
Mr. A. M. Morley, which is of value at this 
juncture. We summarise :—Esperanto was 


introduced as an experiment into the curri¬ 
culum of the school in 1920. At the date of 
the report—October, 1921—there were about 
45 boys taking the subject. They were in 
tw ? o classes (first and second year) having come 
from Standards VI. and VII. ; had joined the 
Esperanto Classes voluntarily, and were taking 
respectively two periods of forty minutes each 
and three periods of thirty minutes each, 
weekly; the latter distribution of time is 
judged to be the better. 

I he instruction was given mainly by the 
“direct method,” but some translation and 
composition was done, and the Inspector 
declares that boys in the second year have 
already obtained a good grip of the language. 
It is clear that he w r ould expect them after a 
two year’s course “to understand almost any 
book that is put before them and to express 
themselves fluently in the language on any 
subject suited to their age.” 

The Inspector’s judgment of the whole 
matter is cautious and guarded:—“. . the 
language . . .seems to widen a boy’s outlook 
. . . and to make him more careful in the use 
of his own tongue.” Hence we are a little 
disappointed to read : “Unfortunately there 
was no definite evidence available to show the 
effect of this subject on other subjects . . . . 
it would be more valuable ... to ascertain 
. . . how far the teaching of Esperanto in this 
school does help ... in respect of the English 
language.” 

We have conscientiously done no violence 
to the Inspector’s text. It may be helpful to 
other teachers to read what is given above, 
especially to those who are about to begin 
Classes in Esperanto, or who are looking 
forward to the visit of some Inspector. 

It seems to us that very strong arguments 
in favour of Esperanto would be that it does 
really widen a boy’s outlook, that is, gives him 
some insight into the underlying spirit, the 
inner meaning of Geography; and, that it 
enables him the better to comprehend and use 
his mother tongue, that is, gives him some 

insight into the underlying spirit, the inner 
meaning of Grammar. It is too little recog¬ 
nised by boys at school that Grammar is 
nothing more than the co-ordinated usage of 
the best writers and speakers; and that 
Geography is at the very roots of practical 
economics. 

For boys especially who are going out into 
the world to earn a living, and to vote for this 
or that, we do think that knowledge of English 
and a right apprehension of Geography are 
among the most important qualifications.

ANNUAL REPORT. 


T> EPORT of the Council to be presented to the 
Members at the Eighteenth A nnual 
Meeting, to be held in the London Day Training 
College, Southampton Row, London, W.C. 1, 
on Saturday, 3rd June, 1922, at 7 p.m. 

The Council has the honour to present its 
report upon the working of the Association 
during the year ended 31st December, 1921. 

Among the losses sustained by death during 
the year the Council regrets to record those of 
Mrs. Joseph Rhodes, Messrs. C. B. Mabon, 
Walter Pitt, J.P., A. Tuke Priestman, and 
John Wilson. The great services rendered by 
these workers in our cause will remain in our 
memory as an ever-present stimulus to emulate 
their example. 


The year has seen the introduction of many 
changes and innovations in the working of the 
Association, and the Council is pleased to be 
able to report that in every case these new 
steps have abundantly justified themselves. 

Special mention may be made of the new 
Articles of Association and Bye-Laws which 
have increased the efficiency of our organisa¬ 
tion in no small degree ; of the increase in rates 
of subscription, a regrettable but necessary 
feature which, although causing a decrease in 
the number of members, has brought in 
additional revenue to the extent of nearly £200. 

The Balance Sheet appended hereto shows a 
very encouraging financial position, the loss on 
the year’s working being half of that on the 
year 1920, although the operations of the 
Association have been carried out on a larger 
scale, involving an increased outlay on salaries 
and in other directions. 

The Guarantee Fund was again well sup¬ 
ported and was largely in excess of the actual 
amount required, the full call amounting to 
only 12/- in the £. The Council feels sure that 
the members will continue their support in 
this way until a Guarantee Fund is no longer 
necessary. 

In the new Articles of Association provision 
is made for Life Membership and Fellowship, 
and a number of subscriptions on this basis 
have been received. The Council would 
welcome further enrolment of Life Members 
and Fellows, as the income from this source 
forms a very useful reserve capital. 

The expenses of propaganda and of publish¬ 
ing of books have been separated from the 
general finances of the Association, and the 
Council is glad to report that the Publications 
Fund has been well supported by loans and 
donations which have made it possible to 
bring out a number of new works and reprints, 
the need of which was keenly felt. 

During the year the Association lost the 
services of its Hon. Treasurer, Mr. Bertram 
Chatterton, after many years of faithful work, 
but was fortunate in securing Mr. W. E 
Clayton, O.B.E., to fill the vacancy. With 
the close of the year the valued services of 
Mr. E. A. Millidge, for a long period Editor of 
the “British Esperantist,” were also lost to the 
Association. Mr. Millidge’s place has been 
taken by Mr. F. Rickett Shelton as Hon. 
Editor of the Gazette. 

The post of Hon. Secretary, which had 
remained vacant for many years, was filled by 
the election of Mr. Charles Ĥ. Edmonds, whose 
untiring energy has been a source of great 
strength to the Association. 
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Annual Meeting.— -The Annual Meeting was 
held at Harrogate on Whit-Monday, 16th May, 
during the 12th British Esperanto Congress, 
and was well attended in spite of the travelling 
difficulties arising from the coal dispute in 
progress at the time. 

The thanks of the Association are due to the 
organisers of this most enjoyable Congress for 
their work in the face of many disappointments 
and obstacles. 

Council. —Under arrangements made by the 
Council in June, that body has delegated its 
routine duties to an Executive Committee. 

The Council has met nine times during the 
year; two of these meetings took place 
outside London. 

Executive Committee. —The Executive Com¬ 
mittee has carried on the considerable amount 
, of general administrative work incidental to 
the operations of the Association, and for this 
purpose has held six meetings. 

Publications Committee. —For many years 
past the Association has been hampered in the 
publication of books by the lack of a capital 
for the purpose. The generous assistance of 
members by way of donations and loans to the 
Publications Fund has enabled the Association 
to reprint a number of much needed books and 
to bring out new ones. During the year under 
review the Publications Committee brought 
out the following :— 

5,000 copies “Himnaro. Second (revised 
and enlarged) Edition. 

1,000 copies “Rakontoj el la Biblio." 

3,000 copies “La Karavano .” Second 
Edition. 

10,000 copies “Esperanto Teacher ” Tenth 
Edition. 

2,000 copies “Eksperimento de Eccles .” 

2,000 copies “Unua Kursa Legolibro .” 

In addition to this the Committee secured a 
stock of 14,500 books, comprising 34 titles, at 
very favourable terms from an Esperanto. 
Publishing Society. 

Propaganda Committee. —The Committee re¬ 
vised and enlarged the whole series of 
propaganda leaflets issued by the Association, 
and made arrangements for supplying certain 
of these to Affiliated Groups and others free of 
charge, thus increasing the amount of 
propaganda undertaken by them. Items of 
news concerning the movement have been 
circulated to newspapers and press agencies 
from time to time as occasion arose. At a 
number of important Conferences and 
Exhibitions in London and elsewhere the 
claims of Esperanto have been put forward and 
lectures have been organised and classes started. 


Examinations Board.— The number of candi¬ 
dates for the examinations of the Association 
shows an increase over the previous year’s 
figures of more than 13%. The most out¬ 
standing feature in these figures is a very 
considerable increase in the percentage of 
candidates who gained distinction in the 
Preliminary Examination (52% against 30% 
in 1920), a result which appears to indicate 
greater efficiency in teaching. It is also 

gratifying to note that the percentage of 

failures in each of the examinations has 

decreased. 

The results of the examinations were as 

follows :— 

Preliminary.—Certificates awarded, 58; 

ditto with distinction, 107; failed, 4o! 

Total, 205 ; last year, 188. * 

Advanced. — Certificates awarded, 45 ; 

ditto with distinction, 28; failed, 29! 

Total, 102 ; last year, 83. 

The Board has prepared and commenced to 
issue a new set of questions for candidates in 
the Advanced Examination by Correspond¬ 
ence ; • and an addition has been made to the 
papers for the Advanced Attendance Examina¬ 
tion. It is obvious, however, from the figures 
shown above that Esperantists do not take 
sufficient advantage of the examinations con¬ 
ducted by the Association, and it is hoped that 
teachers will encourage their pupils further in 
this direction. 

Censor Committee.— During the last year the 

following works have been examined and 
passed for publication by the B.E.A. :— 

Rakontoj el la Biblio —in book form, 
previously printed in the B.E. 

La Eksperimento de Eccles, by Miss E. Hogg. 

Unua Kursa Legolibro, compiled by Mr. 

W. M. Page. 

Part of Dua Kursa Legolibro, compiled by 
Mr. W. M. Page. 

Some other works have been looked through, 
but not found suitable. The Committee has 
had many suggestions sent in with regard to 
the revision of Esperanto Text Books, and 
these are still under consideration, some having 
been only recently received. It is hoped soon 
to have these classified and brought up for the 
Council to deal with. 

Members and Fellows— As indicated above, 

the increase in the rates of subscription 
resulted in a decrease in the number of Members 
and Fellows, the total falling from 1,808 in 
1920 to 1,207 in 1921. It must be borne in 
mind that these figures are in no way indicative 
of the number of Esperantists in the area of 
the Association’s activities, as a large number 
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of Esperantists are affiliated members through 
their local groups, and a still larger number 
are not linked up with the organised move¬ 
ment. The Council urges upon members the 
necessity for not only continuing their member¬ 
ship, but also of impressing upon others the 
need for their help too. 

Groups and Federations.— It is gratifying to 
note a revival of interest and activities in 
many places. The older Federations have 
maintained their traditions, and during the 
year a new Federation—the South-Eastern 
Federation—has come into being, and the 
North-Eastern Federation, formed in the 
previous year, has been recognised by the 
Association. Much has been done to link the 
Groups and Federations more strongly to 
Headquarters, and more may be expected in 
this direction. 

British Esperantist. —A Committee of the 
Council, appointed in June, reported very fully 
on matters connected with the Gazette, and 
after careful consideration and discussion 
effect is being given to the decisions taken, 
whereby it is hoped that the Gazette may 
prove to be of greater use to the movement 
than it has been in the past. 

Book Sales. —One of the most satisfactory 
features of 1921 was the increase in book sales, 
the receipts from sales amounting to £1,569 
against £1,189 in 1920. It is interesting to 
note, as showing the interest taken in 
Esperanto, that during 1921 there were sold 
by the Association approximately 8,555 text 
books, 3,351 dictionaries, 14,371 “keys,” and 
2,054 badges, as well as thousands of volumes 
of literature. Old stock was made up into 
“bargain packets” and some 200 of these were 
sold. A growing international trade is rapidly 
placing the B.E. A. in the position of the central 
market for Esperanto books in the world. 

Office Staff. —The equipment of the office 
has been improved and the staff maintained to 
the level necessary for efficiency in conducting 
the work and in view of the improving position 
bonuses were granted by the Council to the 
staff. The members of the staff have largely 
contributed to the success of the schemes put 
into force. 

Other Organisations. —Much useful work has 

been done by sectional and other organisations 
during the year. The Church Esperantist 
League has continued its activities. Propa¬ 
ganda among the blind has been carried on 
and the number of works available to them has 
been extended. 

The Brita Literatura kaj Debata Societo, 
among other welcome labours, has continued 


the publication of “Literature,” its Quarterly 

Literary Magazine in Esperanto. 

The Scouts' Esperanto League has developed 
its organisation and has attracted further 
support. 

The activities of these and other organisa¬ 
tions show that the language is capable of 
meeting the requirements of specialists in 
different spheres. 

In Conclusion. — the Council records with 
satisfaction the increased interest taken in 
Esperanto by scientific, literary and other 
bodies. Special mention may be made of the 
Committee appointed by the British Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of Science to study 
the question of an international language, the 
League of Nations and also Chambers of 
Commerce in different parts of the Country. 

The great International Esperanto Congress 
held at Prague demonstrated beyond dispute 
that, internationally, the movement is stronger 
than ever in spite of the many difficulties in 
the way of international association. 

From all over the world news has come of 
triumph after triumph for our cause, providing 
indubitable evidence that with a continuation 
and increase of the labours of Esperantists 
everywhere the day is not far distant when 
the peoples of the world will grasp the solution 
that Esperanto provides to that great problem 
which, as the years go by, assumes more and 
more importance in the lives of mankind. 

HON. TREASURER’S REPORT FOR 1921. 

(.Presented to the Council, 18th February, 1922). 

1. In presenting the Revenue Account and 
Balance Sheet for 1921 for the consideration 
and approval of the Council, I am glad to note 
that the result shows a substantial improve¬ 
ment on the year 1920. Then our loss on the 
year was £705, for 1921 it is £368 ; so that 
whereas the whole of the 1920 Guarantee Fund 
had to be called up, this year only 60% is 
required. Donations were £49 as compared 
with £118 in the previous account, but it will 
be remembered that a special appeal was made 
as a result of the meeting of the Council at 
Manchester in October, 1920, when the 
financial position was unsatisfactory. Fifty 
per cent, of the 1921 Guarantee Fund has 
already been called up, and I now ask the 
Council to sanction the calling up of the 
additional ten per cent. 

2. The improvement in this year’s revenue 
is due to the increase in sales and members’ 
subscriptions, although we lost many members 
as a result of the subscription being increased. 
Since, however, it is mainly to these two items 


that, we must look for our revenue, the pros¬ 
pects for subsequent years are hopeful, as one 
can reasonably expect a steady improvement 
on this year's results with the advance and 
spread of the movement. 

3. In regard to “The British Esperantist, 
12 numbers were published this year as against 
9 numbers in 1920, and the expenses for the 
ensuing year will show a further reduction as 
a result of the adoption of the recommenda¬ 
tions made by the Special Committee which 
was set up by the Council at Harrogate last 
Whitsuntide to examine and report on the 
journal and the cost thereof. 

4. The bulk of the increased value of 
furniture, etc., is due to the cost of shelving 
for storage of books. One has to remember 
that the price of this commodity is likely to 


fall, and taking this into consideration, and 
also the nature of the fixtures, I felt that it 
would be a wise and proper precaution to 
recognise these features and to allow a higher 
percentage for depreciation. 

5. The trade debts show an improvement 
over last year, although they still stand higher 
than is desirable for the peace of mind of a 
Treasurer on whose neck they may be said to 
weigh like the proverbial millstone. 

6. In conclusion I feel that the way to 
continued and further success lies in increase 
of membership, and I suggest that a special 
effort be made at the forthcoming 13th 
Congress to secure a substantial advance in 
our numbers.
